Mary Dugan Trial Held on Thursday 


The Trial of Mary Dugan, 
Bayard Villier’s suspenseful dra- 
ma, opens its six-night run 
Thursday at 8:30 pam in the 
Couaty Courthouse, Superior 
Court No. 4 

Mary Dugan, exquisite musical 
comedy star, is on trial for the 
murder of her lover, who was 
found stabbed to death in her 
apartment, Under the persistant 
questionings of the brilliant dis- 
trict attorney Galwey, Mary be- 
comes confused, only coherent in 


her protestations of innocence, 
Her defense, handled by the 
weak lawyer James West, crum- 
bles slowly under the testimony 
of Mrs. Rice, wife of the dead 
man, who relates that her hus- 
band had decided to break off 
his relations with Mary the night 
of his death. Two chorus girt 
“friends”, the night elevator man 
in Mary’s apartment house, the 
coroner, the police inspector, and 
the police captain all contribute 
to the evidence against Mary 


With the arrival of Jimmy Du- 
gan, Macy's brother, who takes 
over her defense, the trial takes 
on a new aspect. Finally, after 
a sevies of surprising incidents, 
the testimony of ine French maid 
Marie brings the trial to a star-

“An American flag which flew over the United States 
Capitol in Washington was presented to Sacramento State 
College yesterday morning as part of the school’s observ- 
ance of American Education Week.” 

The above paragraph was the way in which a Hornet 
reporter in the November 13, 1953 issue began his coverage 
of a memorable event in the history of the college. 

The reporter went on to say that Congressman John 
FE. Moss presented the flag, and in his presentation, said 
that it was one which had flown day and night during ite 
service in our nation’s capital. There are severa) flags 
flown during the day, but only one at night. 

It would seem only appropriate for Sacramento State 
to re-dedicate this honored gift next Friday in observance 
of » week dedicated to education and the nation's schools. 

Few, if any, of the students on campus today have seen 
the large flag of the Nation's Capitol since it was raised by 
the Mather Air Force Base color guard on November 12 
Jast year, and these students certainly deserve another in- 
troduction to this gift of unusual significance. 

If the ceremony is no more than a five minute observ- 
ance by the students, faculty and staff of this institution 
while the flag is raised with background music of The Star 
Spangled Banner — it will have been a noteworthy dedica- 
tion to the ideas for which the flag represents and to the 
ideals of American Education Week. 

Bring the flag out and Jet it fly as it did a year ago!

Your sportewriter has been 
quite persistent in his suggestion 
te eharge 25 or 3O cents admis- 
sion to student body card heldc:s 
for football games. 

There are severa! relevant facts 
which need to be taken inte con- 
sideration concerning this idea. 
First, 37.5 per cent of the Student 
Association budget is already de- 
voted te the athletic pregram this 
yea 

Second, a general election wae 
heid last semester which effected 
& raise in student body card fees 
from $9 to $10. The expressed 
purpose Was to help finance the 
football tearm. 

Third, approximately $2900 was 
received in season ticket sales. 
These three factors have helped 
to fully finance the athletic pro- 
gram for this year. 

The Student Council is in favor 
of expanding the athletic program 
simultaneously with the other ae- 
tivity fields. However, the Student 
Council is not in favor of betray- 
ing the good faith of the student 
body by exacting a fee when it is 
not necessary.

We need a variety of 
people to do a variety of func- 
tions, and a variety of young 
people placed where they can 
develop. It is a mistake to say 
that one institution has higher 
requirements than others. They 
are different because the inst)- 
tuitions are trying to perform 
different functions for different 
types of people.” 


This statement indicates rather 
clearly why there is and should 
be a difference in the admissors 
requirements between the instt- 
tutions in the universiftv. system 
and the state college system. and 
between the junior colleges and 
the siate colleges. Any institution 
within these three groups has

State College More Flexible 

The State College admission ve- 
quirements are more flexible than 
the State Uni 
quirements, in that the State Col- 
lege requirements do not pre-
